At a certain point, you have to stop 
trying to project what's going to 
happen and just wait for the election 
results. Because what matters now 
isn’t the $140 million Meg Whitman 
has spent or Carly Fiorina’s record 

at Hewlett-Packard or which aide 

to Jerry Brown called Whitman a 
whore. It’s who shows up to vote. 

If I were Meg Whitman’s cam- 
paign manager, I’d stop spending 
money. Go into hiding. Pretend 
there’s nothing going on here, no 
big deal next Tuesday morning 
— and then pray for rain. Because 
the way Whitman wins — pos- 
sibly the only way she wins — is if 
huge numbers of Californians don’t 
bother to vote. 

If the turnout is reasonable 
— that is, if enough Democrats 
realize the danger posed by of the 
GOP candidate and go to the polls 
— then Jerry Brown is in. And if 
that happens, chances are good 
that the rest of the Democratic 
ticket — including Gavin Newsom 
and Kamala Harris — squeaks in, 
too.

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EDITORIAL Big money moved 
into the district supervisorial races 
this fall. Downtown forces, land-

and ignore the limits that candi- 
dates face. And thanks to the U. S. 
Supreme Court, it’s almost impos- 
sible to regulate the committees. 
So the IEs, as they're known, can 
put out attack ads, make scurri- 
lous accusations, even lie outright 
— and have no accountability. 

But San Francisco, which led 
the nation in using ranked-choice 
voting and.has an impressive sys- 
tem for public financing of elec- 
tions and disclosure, ought to be 
working to control this flood of 
sleaze. There are two major steps 
the supervisors should be looking 
at. 

1. Respond to the money. San 
Francisco currently gives match- 
ing public funds to candidates 
who raise enough on their own 
to meet a threshold. That gives 
underfunded candidates at least a 
fighting chance to stay competitive.

when an outside group comes in 
and drops, say, $50,000 to promote 
or attack a candidate. 

Unfortunately, federal law and 
court decisions limit the city’s abil- 
ity to cap or restrict that spending. 
But the current system of match- 
ing public funds offers a potential 
alternative. 

Suppose, for example, the city 
offered matching funds not just on 
the basis of what a candidate has 
raised — but also on the basis of 
what his or her opponents (includ- 
ing IEs) are spending. For example, 
if an IE spends $50,000 attacking 
a candidate, the city could give 
that candidate $50,000 (or, better, 
$100,000) to fight back. 

That sounds like a lot of tax- 
payer dollars — but if the system 
is designed right, much of it will 
never be spent. Because the inde- 
pendent expenditure committees

OPINION As continued reports 

of unprecedented, record-breaking 
amounts of cash from corporate real 
estate developers and big landlords 
flood the Board of Supervisor races, 
the damaging impact of the Supreme 
Court’s Citizens United decision is 
becoming more and more clear. But 
even worse, Thomas J. Coates, a far- 
right extremist Republican real estate 
developer and landlord, is trying to 
buy the Board of Supervisors so that 
he can end rent control. Last week, 
Coates made the largest donation to 
supervisors races in the 150-year history 
of San Francisco. 

Who is Coates? He spent more 
than $1 million on Proposition 98 
in 2008 trying to repeal rent con- 
trol statewide. He was the largest 
single contributor to that campaign, 
which was so extreme that even 
Gov. Schwarzenegger and former 
Republican Gov. Pete Wilson opposed 
it. Coates gave the maximum con- 
tribution allowed by law to George 
Bush and Dick Cheney’s campaign 
and funded GOP candidates across 
the country. Now he’s spending more 
than $200,000 to elect anti rent control 
San Francisco supervisors: Mark Ferrell 
in District 2, Theresa Sparks in District 
6, Scott Wiener in District 8, and Steve 
Moss in District 10. 

With this one donation, the 
stakes in this election for every San 
Franciscan — especially renters and 
progressives — became even higher.

are only effective if the money is 
one-sided. Once these operators 
realize that all they've be doing by 
spending money against a candi- 
date is increasing that candidate’s 
own resources, they’re far less likely 
to mount these campaigns. 

The disclosure laws can be 
tightened too. Campaign ads and 
mailers have to say where the 
money’s coming from — but only 
in tiny type or in rushed voiceovers 
that few people notice. The federal 
government's mandate that ciga- 
rette packages and ads have big, 
prominent statements about the 
health risks of smoking has been 
very effective. Requiring cam- 
paigns, particularly independent 
expenditure groups, to identify 
their major donors in large, visible 
type in prominent places on printed 
material and in clear language 
on radio or TV ads would help 
the voters understand the players 
— and the motivations — behind 
the campaign material. 

2. Deal with the legal viola- 
tions — promptly. A lot of these 
big-money campaigns have a 
tendency to skirt — or sometimes 
flagrantly violate — the city’s 
campaign law. And by the time the 
ethics Commission gets around to 
investigating (if that even happens) 
the election is over and it’s too late. 

The supervisors ought to man- 
date that all credible allegations of 
election-law violations be investi- 
gated — and resolved if at all pos- 
sible before Election Day. And if 
that means Ethics needs more staff, 
that’s a small price to pay for hon- 
est elections. srac

Coates hopes to erode San Francisco's 
strong rent control laws by electing 
supervisors who are less sympathetic 
to renters. Through influencing the 
election of the supervisors, he also 
influences the selection of the interim 
mayor (since the supervisors will 
choose the next mayor by a majority 
vote if Gavin Newsom is elected lieu- 
tenant governor), which would result 
in an anti rent control mayor. 

To make matters worse, work- 
ers and their families are already on 
the defense fighting Jeff Adachi’s 
anti-labor ballot initiative proposal 
(Proposition B), which would make 
city workers pay huge increases in 
their health care coverage. Adachi 
is mischaracterizing his initiative as 
pension reform even though the bulk 
of the cuts will come from forcing 
low-wage workers to pay for their 
children’s health care. 

Wall Street speculators crashed 
the stock market, causing workers’ 
pension funds to lose billions and wip- 
ing out retirement savings. The losses 
require local and state governments to 
spend more to keep the funds solvent. 
So who do Gov. Schwarzenegger, 
Republican gubernatorial candidate 
Meg Whitman, and Adachi blame? 
The victims: the workers. 

Renters and city workers aren't 
the only ones under attack. Newsom's 
cynical sit/lie initiative (Proposition 
L) demonizes young homeless kids. 
Many of these youth are queers who 
ran away to San Francisco because it is 
a queer haven, and others are abused 
kids who left home because it wasn’t 
safe. If Prop. L passes, for 12 hours a 
day these kids will be criminalized if 
they sit or lie on the sidewalk. 

All this in one of the most pro- 
gressive cities in America? If we are 
under attack from conservatives in 
San Francisco on some of the most 
fundamental issues of our city, it’s no 
wonder the Tea Party is raging in the 
rest of the country.

No good answers 


PG&E sharply questioned at hearing on San Bruno explosion

There was lots of anger from vic- 
tims and legislators but very few 
substantive answers from regulators 
or Pacific Gas & Electric Co. offi- 
cials during an Oct. 19 hearing at 
the state capitol on the Sept. 9 gas 
pipeline explosion that killed eight 
people, injured at least 50 others, and 
destroyed 37 homes in San Bruno. 

State senators grilled PG&E 
executives and officials from 
the California Public Utilities 
Commission (CPUC), demanding to 
know why an aging segment of the 
San Bruno pipeline had been neglect- 
ed despite having been flagged 
several years ago as high-risk and in 
need of repair. 

Residents from San Bruno, 
including some who lost loved ones 
in the catastrophic incident, recount- 
ed their terrifying experiences of that 
night. Five San Bruno residents filed 
suit Oct. 19 against PG&E in San 
Mateo County Superior Court. 

The complaints allege that the 
utility didn’t do enough to main- 
tain the pipeline: “Investigation 
has revealed that the pipeline that 
exploded was a ticking time bomb,” 
one of the complaints states. “The 
San Bruno pipeline explosion was 
completely preventable.” 


WHAT IS “SAFE"? 
A central focus of the California 
Senate committee hearing was Line 


132, the gas line that ruptured. 
PG&E installed the 30-inch, high- 
pressure steel pipeline in San Bruno 
some 50 years ago. 

In 2007, the company 
approached the CPUC as part of 
an annual rate-setting process and 
asked for higher rates, justifying its 
request with a list of repairs that 
needed funding. A segment of Line 
132, several miles from the epicenter 
of the explosion, was on the list. The 
CPUC granted a $5 million rate 
increase to complete the upgrade, but 
the work was never done. The money 
presumably went toward a different 
project deemed a higher priority. 

In 2009, PG&E was back at the 
CPUC again with a second request 
for additional funding and a new 
project list in hand. Line 132 was 
included again, coupled with a docu- 
ment noting, “The risk of a failure at 
this location [is] unacceptably high.” 

But even though the upgrade 
was never scheduled and the project 
never completed, Line 132 vanished 
from the repair list by the time 
PG&E returned to the CPUC as 
part of the rate-setting process in 
2010. By then, an engineer had 
determined it would not have to be 
teplaced for several more years. 

“Our engineers looked at that 
piece of pipe and deemed it was safe 
until 2013, at which time we should 
continue to look forward to its con- 
struction,” Kirk Johnson, vice presi- 
dent of gas operations at PG&E, said 
during the hearing. 


That assertion prompted 
Assemblymember Jerry Hill (D- 
San Mateo) to ask Johnson how 
PG&E defines “safe.” Reading 
aloud from the project summary 
included in the second request for 
funding, Hill noted, “The likeli- 
hood of failure makes the risk of 
a failure at this location unaccept- 
ably high.’ Are you saying that that 
description is a ‘safe’ condition?” 

In response, Johnson launched 
into a detailed description of what 
factors are considered when cal- 
culating risk, but Hill cut him off. 
“Would that be considered a safe 
pipe?” he repeated. 

“T think for a pipeline to be 
deemed safe, it needs to go through 
an analysis to ensure that it’s safe, 
and that line was deemed safe,” 
Johnson responded. 

Essentially, PG&E reached dif 
ferent conclusions about the integrity 
of the same section of pipeline over 
the course of several years, and no 
one at the hearing seemed able to 
explain why. The utility flagged the 
pipeline stretch as being in need of 
replacement in 2007, received mil- 
lions of dollars in the form of higher 
utility rates to do it, spent the money 
on a different repair instead, went 
back and requested more money 
citing the same repair, and then 
decided that the pipe would remain 
intact until 2013. 

For all the inconsistency, that 
particular segment of Line 132 
was not actually the same section 
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Kirk Johnson, vice president of gas operations at PG&E, spoke at 
the hearing. | GUARDIAN PHOTO BY REBECCA BOWE 


that blew apart. CPUC Executive 
Director Paul Clanon emphasized 
this point. “The discussion that 
alarms me the most,” he said, “is the 
part that blew wasn’t on that list.” 
Meanwhile, the San Bruno 
pipeline wasn't the only utility 
infrastructure PG&E never fixed, 
even though ratepayers forked over 
the cost of the repair. A list released 
by The Utility Reform Network 
(TURN) focused on the electric side 
of the gas-and-electric company’s 
vast system, noting that the util- 
ity received millions in 2007 for a 
slew of reliability and safety-related 
projects, but never quite got around

to completing them. Among the 
neglected projects were transformer 
replacements, gas meter protec- 
tion upgrades, reliability and safety 
equipment, and inspections that can 
help identify deficiencies. 
“Consumers are shocked to real- 
ize that when PG&E is authorized to 
raise rates, it gets the money with no 
strings attached,” said Mindy Spatt, a 
spokesperson for TURN. “PG&E is 
the only entity responsible for those 
pipelines, and the CPUC is the only 
entity that regulates PG&E. So 
between the two of them, the buck’s 
got to stop somewhere.”

PG&E: FAST AND LOOSE ON REPAIRS, TIGHT-LIPPED ON INFO 


It was clear at several times during the Oct. 19 Senate commit- 
tee hearing that Pacific Gas & Electric Co. had done a poor job of 
communicating with those affected by the pipeline explosion that 
brought catastrophe to San Bruno, a practice that is in keeping 
with its longstanding pattern of secrecy. 

Kathy DeRenzi, a survivor who testified at the hearing, 
noted that she had written several letters to PG&E since the 
event, addressed to Vice President of Gas Operations Kirk 
Johnson. “I haven’t heard back from anyone,” she said. DeRenzi 
also noted that she has been in close contact with many 
affected residents since the blaze, and very few had received 
notification that the hearing would be held. “There would’ve 
been a lot more people here” had they known, she said. 


San Bruno Mayor Jim Ruane also complained of the utility’s 
lack of communication. In the weeks following the blaze, he 
said, the company started a repurchasing program for resi- 
dents whose homes had been damaged — but never men- 
tioned it to city officials. “The city was never informed,” Ruane 
said. “It’s kind of a mixed message when we find out from the 
media about this program.” 

Weeks earlier, the company continued to hide crucial 
information about its top 100 priority repairs until intense 
public pressure forced it to release the list. A recent article 
in the San Francisco Chronicle noted that two key PG&E 
employees who were on duty the night of the explosion 
declined to be interviewed by federal investigators about 


the pressure spike in the gas pipeline, saying they were “too 
traumatized” to talk. 

PG&E also ignores the inquiries of certain media outlets. 
When a Guardian reporter attempted to approach Johnson to 
ask a question, media relations representative Joe Molica stood 
in the way and insisted that Johnson didn’t have time to talk. 
Asked for contact information so that an interview could be 
set up later, Molica appeared to search for a business card but 
came up empty-handed. 

He then refused outright to provide his phone number 
or e-mail address. Asked why a media relations representa- 
tive could not share his e-mail address with a reporter, Molica 
scoffed. “Because it will end up on some blog,” he snapped. srec

THE WATCHDOG 
A federal investigation by the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board (NTSB) to determine the 
cause of the blast has yet to reach any 
definitive conclusions. A preliminary 
NTSB report noted that just before 
the explosion, a system malfunction 
occurred when PG&E was work- 
ing on a power-supply terminal in 
Milpitas, triggering a surge in the 
gas-line pressure. 

Until the whole mystery is 
unraveled, regulators can’t accurately 
determine how to safeguard against

such a tragedy in the future. “I have 
no idea how this could’ve been pre- 
vented,” Richard Clark, director of 
the consumer protection and safety 
division of the CPUC, said when 
asked what the agency could have 
done differently. 

Legislators fired pointed questions 
about why this issue hadn’t been more 
closely scrutinized by the CPUC. 
“Did the PUC do any accounting 
when you gave them $5 million?” 
Sen. Dean Florez (D-Shafter) queried 
Clark. “Do we just give them money 
and cross our fingers and hope they 
fix it? Is that what we do? Until some 
terrible tragedy occurs?” 

Clark’s response was that the

CPUC does not manage on the 
level of individual projects — all the 
upkeep, maintenance, testing, and 
replacement of pipeline infrastruc- 
ture is up to PG&E. The utility 
maintains its own list of needed 
repairs, and the company has license 
to prioritize repairs and funnel 
money from one project to another 
without seeking prior approval from 
the regulatory body. It conducts 
its own audits, and the regulatory 
agency looks over the paperwork. 

“We can't run the company for 
them,” Clark said. “We don’t take a 
microscopic look, if you will, at what 
it is they're doing.” 

A team of nine inspectors for the 
entire state of California is tasked 
with auditing PG&E's infrastructure 


should exercise more hands-on over- 
sight. “Might it make sense to look 
at a different way of working with 
them?” Leno asked. He noted that 
the San Bruno explosion wasn’t the 
first time a PG&E pipeline failure 
had resulted in a loss of life or sig- 
nificant property damage. “We've got 
a pattern here,” Leno said. “And we're 
not doing anything differently. In 
fact, we're not even fining them.” 

In 2008, a PG&E gas leak 
in Rancho Cordova led to a pipe- 
line explosion, killing one person 
and injuring a few others. Leno 
reminded the CPUC of this tragedy, 
demanding to know if the agency 
had fined PG&E after finding the 
utility was at fault. It hadn't yet,

improvements. For the first time in 
years, the CPUC has submitted a 
request to hire a few more, Executive 
Director Paul Clanon noted. This 
small staff physically inspects about 1 
percent of the state’s entire gas pipe- 
line infrastructure. PG&E has about 
5,700 miles of natural gas transmis- 
sion lines, with about 1,000 miles in 
densely populated regions classified 
as “high consequence areas.” 

Sen. Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco) suggested that the CPUC 


When Leno pressed for an expla- 
nation, Clanon said, “We were slow, 
and we should've been quicker.” The 
utility can be fined up to $20,000 
for each violation, Clanon explained 
— and as things stand, there are no 
additional penalties for violations 
resulting in injury or death. 


A HARD LOOK 

Since the San Bruno pipeline explo- 
sion occurred, the CPUC has con- 
vened an independent panel of tech- 
nical experts to assess the disaster, 
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a parallel effort to the NTSB inves- 
tigation. The committee will issue 
a set of recommendations on how 
PG&E should change its design, 
operation, construction, mainte- 
nance, or management practices to 
improve safety. 

“We'll be examining whether 
there may be systemic management 
problems at the utility,” Clark noted. 
The CPUC panel may also recom- 
mend new legislative changes to allow 
the state to clamp down on PG&E's 
activities. “We're taking a hard look 
at ourselves, and we're taking a hard 
look at PG&E,” Clark said. 

One point that’s abundantly clear 
is that the utility does not lack the 
money to address its system deficien- 
cies. PG&E revenue was $13.4 bil- 
lion in 2009, its rates are 30 percent 
higher than the national average, and 
its shareholders receive a cool 11.35 
percent return on equity. 

The utility came under fire this 
past spring for sinking $40 mil- 
lion into Proposition 16 — a ballot 
measure that would have effec- 
tively eliminated competition for the 
monopolistic utility by snuffing out 
municipal power programs. Now that 
its unaddressed repairs in San Bruno 
and elsewhere have come to light, 
the company’s profits and substantial 
executive bonuses may come under 
closer scrutiny. 

Yet whatever regulatory changes 
come into play will hardly matter 
for those San Bruno residents whose 
lives were permanently altered by 
the loss of family members. James 
Ruigomez, a resident who testified at 
the hearing, told legislators that his 
son’s girlfriend, Jessica Morales, had 
just settled down to watch a football 
game with his son Joe Ruigomez on 
the night of the explosion. Morales 
died in the blaze and Joe is still 
recovering in the hospital. 

The tragedy filled James 
Ruigomez with guilt and sorrow, 
he said — but also anger. “Extreme 
anger,” he added, “knowing that this 
possibly could’ve been prevented.” src

Downtown groups are spending big money 
and making telling alliances in this election

With the general election just days 
away, campaign disclosure reports 
show that downtown interests are 
spending huge amounts of money 
to create a more conservative San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 

and to pass Proposition B, Public 
Defender Jeff Adachi’s effort to 
make city workers pay more for 
their pensions and health insurance. 

Much of the spending is coming 
from sources hostile to programs 
designed to protect tenants in the 
city, including rent control and 
limits on the conversion on rental 
housing units to condominiums. An 
ideological flip of the board, which 
currently has a progressive major- 
ity, could also have big implications 
on who becomes the next mayor if 
Gavin Newsom wins his race for 
lieutenant governor. 

At press time, downtown 
groups were far outspending their 
progressive counterparts through 
a series of independent expendi- 
ture committees, most of which 
are controlled by notorious local 
campaign attorney Jim Sutton (see 
“The political puppeteer,” 2/4/04) 
in support of supervisorial candi- 
dates Mark Farrell in District 2, 
Theresa Sparks in District 6, Scott 
Wiener in District 8, and Steve 
Moss in District 10. 

Prop. B has also been a big 
recipient of downtown’s cash, 
although labor groups have pushed 
back strongly with their own 
spending to try to kill the mea- 
sure, which is their main target in 
this election. 

But the biggest spender in this 
election appears to be Thomas 
J. Coates, 56, a major investor in 
apartments and mobile homes and 
a demonstrated enemy of rent con- 
trol. He alarmed progressive groups 
by giving at least $250,000 to 
groups that support Farrell, Sparks, 
Wiener, Moss, and Prop. G, leg- 
islation that Sup. Sean Elsbernd 
placed on the ballot to cut transit 
operator wages and change Muni 
work rules. 

Although Coates declines to 
identify with a political party on 
his voter registration, he donated 


$2,000 to President George W. 
Bush in 2004. More significantly, 
he was the biggest individual donor 
in California’s November 2008 elec- 
tion, when he contributed $1 million 
to Prop. 98, which sought to repeal 
rent control in California and limit 
the government's right to acquire 
private property by eminent domain. 


Association, the Golden Gate 
Restaurant Association, and SEIU- 
United Healthcare Workers, which 
supports a high-end hospital and 
housing complex on Cathedral Hill. 
Those downtown groups have 
spent close to $200,000 on English 
and Chinese language mailers and 
robo calls in support of Sparks, 
Wiener, and Moss in hopes of secur- 
ing a right-wing shift on the board. 
Progressive groups including 
California Nurses Association, the 
San Francisco Tenants Union, and 
the SF Labor Council have tried 
to fight back in the supervisorial 
races. While downtown groups

Coates, who is also a yacht- 
ing enthusiast and sits on San 
Francisco’s America’s Cup 
Organizing Committee (ACOC), 
donated $100,000 on Oct. 20 
for Farrell, $45,000 for Sparks, 
$45,000 for Moss, and $10,000 for 
Wiener through third-party inde- 
pendent expenditure committees 
such as the Alliance for Jobs and 
Sustainable Growth. 

The group has already received 
thousands of dollars in soft 
money from the San Francisco 
Police Officer's Association, the 
Building Operators and Managers 
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spent more than $100,000 pro- 
moting Sparks in D6, labor and 
progressive groups spent $13,000 
opposing Sparks and $72,000 sup- 
porting progressive D6 candidate 
Debra Walker. 

In D8, progressive groups that 
include teachers, nurses, and transit 
riders have outspent the downtown 
crowd, plunking down $40,000 
to oppose Wiener and $90,000 
to support progressive candidate 
Rafael Mandelman. So far, down- 
town groups have spent about 
$100,000 to support Wiener.

98, Coates told the 
San Francisco Chronicle that rent 
control “doesn’t work.” 

Ted Gullicksen, director of the 
SF Tenants Union (SFTU), which 
has collectively spent $30,000 
opposing Sparks, Wiener, and 
Moss, is disturbed that Coates spent 
so much in support of this trio. 

“Coates was the main funder of 
Prop. 98,” Gullicksen explained. “His 
property is in Southern California. 
He’s pumping a lot of money into 
supervisors. And he clearly has an 
agenda that we fear Moss, Sparks, 
and Wiener share — which is to 
make the existence of rent control an 
issue they will take up in the future if 
elected to the board.” 

That threat got progressive 
and labor groups to organize an 
Oct. 26 protest outside Coates’ San 
Francisco law office, with invita- 
tions to the event warning, “Be 
there or be evicted!” 

Sparks, Moss, and Wiener 


all claim to support rent control, 
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despite their support by someone 
who seeks to abolish it. “I answered 
such on my questionnaire to the 
SFTU, which chose to ignore it,” 
Sparks told the Guardian via text 
message. “In addition, I’ve been put 
out of apartments twice in SF, once 
due to the Ellis Act. They ignore 
that fact as well.” 

Records show that in May 
2009, Moss — who bought a rent- 
controlled apartment building near 
Dolores Park in D8 for $1.6 mil- 
lion and he lived there from the 
end of 2007 to the 2010, when he 
decided to run for office in D10 
— served a “notice to quit or cure” 
on a tenant who complained about 
the noise from Moss’ apartment. 
Ultimately, Moss settled without 
actually evicting his tenant. 

“T read about Coats’ [sic] con- 
tribution in Bay Citizen,” Moss 
wrote in an e-mail to the Guardian. 
“This donation was made to an 
independent expenditure commit- 
tee over which I have no control 
and almost no knowledge. I have 
stated throughout the campaign, 
and directly to the Tenants Union, 
that I believe current rent control 
policy should remain unmolested.” 

But Moss is with downtown 
on other key issues. He supports 
Newsom’ sit-lie legislation and the 
rabidly anti-tenant Small Property 
Owners Association, whose 
endorsement he previously called a 
“mistake.” 

Yet Moss, who sold a condo on 
Potrero Hill in 2007 for the same 
price he paid for the entire build- 
ing in 2001, seems to voice more 
sympathy for property owners than 
renters, who make up about two- 
thirds of city residents. He told 
us, “Landlords feel that they are 
responsible for maintaining costly 
older buildings and that they are 
not provided with ways to upgrade 
their units in ways that share costs 
with tenants.” 

Another realm where down- 
town seems to be trying to flip the 
Board of Supervisors on a signifi- 
cant agenda item is on health care, 
particularly the California Pacific 
Medical Center proposal to build 
a high-end hospital and hous- 
ing project on Cathedral Hill in 
exchange for rebuilding St. Luke’s 
Hospital in the Mission. 

The project has divided 
local labor unions. UHW sup- 
ports the project and a slate of 
candidates that its parent union, 
Service Employees International

Local 1021, which is supporting 
more progressive candidates. The 
California Nurses Association also 
opposes the project and candidates 
such as Wiener who back it. 

“A recent mailer by CNA false- 
ly says that CPMC is closing St. 
Luke’s and Davies,” CPMC CEO 
Warren Browner recently com- 
plained in a letter to the Board of 
Supervisors. “We are not. We are 
committed to building a state-of 
the-art, high-quality replacement 
hospital at St. Luke’s and continu- 
ing to upgrade Davies.” 

But the CPMC rebuild is 
contingent on the board approv- 
ing the Cathedral Hill project. So 
the CNA mailer focused on what 
could happen if the city rejects the 
CPMC project: “We could lose two 
San Francisco hospitals if Scott 
Wiener is elected supervisor.” 

SEIU-UHW’s alliance with 
downtown groups and its use of 
member dues to attack progres- 
sive candidates places it at odds 
with SEIU Local 1021 and the SF 
Labor Council, which has endorsed 
Janet Reilly in D2, Walker in D6, 
Mandelman in D8, and Cohen 
(first choice) and Chris Jackson 
(second choice) in D10. 

“We're really disappointed 
that there are labor organiza- 
tions that feel they have to team 
up with Golden Gate Restaurant 
Association, which is against health 
care [it challenged the city’s Healthy 
San Francisco program all the way 
to the U.S. Supreme Court], and 
with CPMC, which is working to 
keep nurses from joining a union,” 
Labor Council Director Tim 
Paulson said. “This alliance does 
not reflect what the San Francisco 
labor movement is about.” 

Paulson said that the Labor 
Council values “sharing the wealth 
.. So we don’t want Measure B 
[Jeff Adachi’s pension reform] or 
K [Newsom’s hotel tax loophole 
closure, which has a poison pill 
that would kill Prop. J, the hotel 
tax increase pushed by labor] or 
L [Newsom's sit-lie legislation],” 
Paulson said. 

CPMC’s plan is headed to the 
board in the next couple months, 
although Sup. David Campos 
is proposing that the city cre- 
ate a health services master plan 
that would determine what city 
residents actually need. Hospital 
projects would then be considered 
based on that health needs assess- 
ment, rather than making it simply 


a land use decision as it is now. 

Moss told the Guardian that 
UHW endorsed him because of 
his positions on politicians and 
unions. “I agreed that politicians 
should get not involved in union 
politics,” Moss said. “The United 
Healthcare Workers seem to be a 
worthy group,” he added. “All they 
said was that they wanted to make 
sure that they had access.” 

But CNA member Eileen 
Prendiville, who has been a reg- 
istered nurse for 33 years, says 
she was horrified to see UHW 
members recently oppose Campos’ 
healthcare legislation. “I was 
shocked that they were siding with 
management,” she said. 

Prendiville believes UHW 
is obliged to support CPMC’s 
Cathedral Hill plan, which is why 
it is meddling in local politics. In 
his letter to the board, Browner 
noted that his company and its par- 
ent company, Sutter Health, can’t 
legally do so directly. “The fact is 
that CPMC and Sutter Health are 
501(c)(3) not-for-profit, nonparti- 
san organizations and we neither 
endorse nor contribute to candi- 
dates,” Browner wrote. 

“When UHW settled its con- 
tract with its members [as part of its 
fight with the rival National Union 
of Healthcare Workers], they had to 
publicly lobby for Cathedral Hill,” 
Prendiville claimed. 

SEIU 1021 member Ed 
Kinchley, who works in the 
emergency room at SF General 
Hospital, is also furious that UHW 
is pouring money into downtown's 
candidates and measures. “UHW 
isn't participating in the Labor 
Council, it’s doing its own thing,” 
he said. 

Kinchley said UHW, which 
is currently in trusteeship after 
a power struggle with its former 
elected leaders, is being controlled 
by SEIU’s national leaders, not its 
local membership, which explains 
why it’s aligned with downtown 
groups that have long been the 
enemy of labor. 

“Sutter wants a monopoly on 
private healthcare and people like 
Rafael Mandelman and Debra 
Walker have been strong support- 
ers of public healthcare,” Kinchley 
said. “I want someone who can 
straight-up say, here’s what’s impor- 
tant for families in San Francisco, 
especially something as important 
as healthcare. But it sounds like 
UHW is teaming up with the 
Chamber and supporting people 
who are not progressive.” srsc

DINE One of the revelations in 
Peter Mayles’ cycle 
of enchanting 
memoirs about 
life in Provence (4 
Year in Provence, 
Toujours Provence, 
Encore Provence) is that some of the 
best food in France is to be found 
at truck stops. This stands to rea- 
son, since truckers are a migratory 
species whose survival depends 
on knowing where to eat — and 
French truckers spend their days 
zooming around France, a land 
where food and wine are as much a 
part of the national identity as the 
language itself. 
Citizen’s Band (which opened 
in August on a semi-sketchy stretch 
of Folsom St. in SoMa) isn’t quite 
a truck stop and it certainly isn’t in 
France, but it does have, stashed 
above the door, a collection of vin- 
tage CB radios, the kind whose tinny 
crackle helped drive C.W. McCall’s 
1975 truckers’ anthem, “Convoy.” 
And it is, in its hipster-city way, a 
convincing contemporary version of a 
roadside diner: it has a long counter, 
zinc-topped tables, harsh lighting, 
and plenty of din, all at the edge of 
an insanely busy street.

But the place doesn’t serve 
Pabst Blue Ribbon beer, despite 
a plethora of hipsters, and the 
staff all seem to be relations of 
Flo, the cheeky woman from the 
Progressive Insurance TV ads. 
Indeed, beer places a distant sec- 
ond as a libation to wine, which is 
offered in a variety of interesting 
pours listed on the huge chalk- 
board that backs the counter. So 
maybe we're not so far from France 
after all. Or somewhere in Europe. 
Lately I’ve noticed a small but 
definite bloom on wine lists of reds 
produced in German-speaking 
lands, and Citizen’s Band offers a 
glass of Blaufrinkisch, an Austrian 
red, for $7.50. Our (female) server 
described it as “feminine,” not a 
customary description for wine. To 
me, the wine was light and spicy, 
like a nero d’avola after some heavy 
core training. Could this be what 
she meant? 

If a convoy of hungry, discern- 
ing French truckers came rolling up 
to Citizen’s Band, what would they 
find, apart from trouble in parking? 
American food, subtly reimagined 
and cooked to the highest standard. 
Chef Chris Beerman’s menu includes 
elements of what we might call com- 
fort cuisine, including macaroni and 
cheese and a burger with fries, but it 
also soars into the higher airs of the 


frequency,

gastronomic ether — and even the 
homey stuff is enriched by a close 
attention to detail. 

The mac ’n’cheese ($8) was 
made with fontina and a Sonoma 
dry-jack fonduta, which helped 
permeate the pasta tubes. I didn’t 
like the fried onion rings on top; 
they were crunchy but discordant. 


A plate of humble franks and 


beans ($8) was stylishly reinvented 


- with grilled sweet Italian sausage 


from Paul Bertolli’s Fra’ Mani in 
Berkeley, surrounded by butter 
beans (from Iacopi Farms) in a rich 
sauce of oregano, pecorino romano, 
and (to judge from the glossiness) 
butter. And how many diners, or 
truck stops, would toss a salad 

of baby arugula leaves ($8) with 
diced peaches (for deep sweetness), 
almond brittle (for sweet crunch), 
Point Reyes blue cheese (for rich 
bite), and a huckleberry vinaigrette 
for a final fillip of piquancy and 
(deep purple) color? 

The burger ($13, plus $2 for 
cheese) was quite a production. The 
beef was kobe, from Snake River 
Farms; the bun, challah (which is 
pretty much brioche, for purposes 
of richness). Also aioli and house- 
made burger pickles and — better 
than either of those items, good as 
they were — no raw onion. Best of 


all, the kitchen actually grilled the

meat as ordered, to medium rare, as 
recommended by Flo. A medium- 
rare burger means a juicy burger, 


_ and juiciness makes all the differ- 


ence. A-dry burger is a dead burger. 
The stack of fries on the side was 
excellent, still warm and crisp from 
the deep fryer. 

The roasted red trout ($20) 
looked like a pair of cantaloupe 
slices slipped atop an heirloom- 
tomato panzanella, with a scatter- 
ing of garlicky Monterey Bay cala- 
mari and some uncredited braised 
greens. The fish was lovely, but it 
was the panzanella that command- 
ed our attention: it was colored by 
several shades of cherry tomatoes 
and made crunchy by croutons 
toasted gold. Panzanella is sum- 
mer on a plate, but it’s also, at least 
traditionally, frugality on a plate, 

a way of rejuvenating bread that’s 
past its prime. To find it deployed 
with such elegant discipline here 
was a delight. Encore! sree

CHEAP EATS [ had a coffee 
date after work in 
Alameda. He 
wasn't feeling well 
and wondered 
about chicken soup. 
I knew exactly what 
to tell him, and he invited me to 
come along, but got it to go. 

“Do you want a drink?” he said, 
while we were waiting. 

Tliked the guy alright, but 
don’t drink before dinner. 

When his soup came, he walked 
me to my bike and gave me a hug. 

“Let me know what you think 
of the soup,” I said. The place was 
La Pinata, but it said something 
else on it.

But, 
hey, I get sick too, and what if my 
favorite bowl of chicken soup in 
Alameda is not what it used to be?

Dia de los San Franciscanos 


How a Mexican tradition came to be our own

ARTS AND CULTURE Rene 
Yafiez, the godfather 
of San Francisco’s 
Dia de los Muertos, 
is showing off the 
art for his new 3- 
D altar. The artist 

is hardly one to adhere to tradi- 
tions, though he played a large role 
in creating one of the city’s most 
distinctive and popular interpreta- 
tions of another country’s cultural 
celebrations. 

Yafiez’s elastic sense of the 
holiday’s expression mirrors the way 
his city has interpreted the Mexican 
holiday. Traditionally, Dia de los 
Muertos marks the time of year 
when the boundaries of the dead 
and living blur. Towns south of the 
border celebrate the day (which was 
synced with All Saint’s Day by the 
Catholic Church to capitalize on the 
cultural resonance of an indigenous 
celebration) by decorating the graves 
of loved ones with favorite treats and 
trinkets of those who've passed on. 
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But kicking the bucket doesn’t 
preclude your party pass on Dia 
de los Muertos. “The whole point 
of Day of the Dead is that we're 
honoring death but mocking it,” 
says Martha Rodriguez, a Mexico 
City musician who curates the 
Dia de los Muertos San Francisco 
Symphony family concert that cel- 
ebrates this year’s bicentennial of 
the Mexican Revolution. 

“Through all the uprisings and 
death, there’s always space for fun,” 
Rodriguez says. “That’s kind of 
how Mexicans survive — we do not 
stop celebrating.” 

Perhaps it’s the mix of spiritual 
connection, gravity, and levity 
— not to mention the stylin’ ca/a- 
veras and brightly-colored floral 
iconography — that has made 
the celebration resonate here. 

The city hosts what is arguably 

the largest Muertos festivities in 
the country, featuring altar dis- 
plays at SOMArts, the Mission 
Cultural Center for Latino Arts, 
and Garfield Park, as well as a 
procession that organizers expect to 
attract 100,000 participants. 


Yafiez and son Rio are the 
curators of the SOMArts’ epic 
yearly altar installation — an atmo- 
spheric production that transforms 
SOMArts’ drafty main hall into a 
series of reflective spaces that pay 
homage to fallen family members, 
casualties of natural disasters, man- 
made conflict, and even beloved 
gatos who have gone to that litter 
box in the sky. 

The elder Yafiez’s involvement 
with SF Dia-ing goes back to the 
early 1970s when he was artistic 
director at Mission’s Galeria de la 
Raza, a time when the neighbor- 
hood was absorbing political exiles 
from political strife in South and 
Central America. A way to observe 
the day of remembrance was needed. 
“We talked about creating a ritual, a 
ceremonial exhibit,” he says. 

At first it was people from the 
neighborhoods who came to see 
the altars put together by the de la 
Raza artists. But eventually, word 
spread. “The exhibit proved very 
popular and the schools started 
coming around,” Yafiez remembers. 

The altars were a way of talk- 


ing about Mexican culture and the 
Galeria started to print lesson plans 
for teachers. Eventually Yafiez 
organized a procession through the 
neighborhood, like the ones held 

in Mexico. The first year, which 
current procession organizer Juan 
Pablo tells me was 1978, attracted 
somewhere between 75 to a few 
hundred people. But that was going 
to change. 

“It’s the one thing that unites 
us, the cycle of life and death,” 
Pablo said in a phone interview. 
The thousands who attend these 
days see far more than traditional 
Mexican spirituality, Pablo said, 
with Wiccans marching in the 
parade, the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence granting indulgences, 
and tributes being paid to issues 
worse than old age and mortality. 
Last year, for example, a walking 
altar called attention to the 5,000 
unsolved assassinations of women 
in the Mexican border town Juarez. 

Any description of SF’s fes- 
tivities would be remiss if it didn’t 
mention the influx of Burning Man 
culture, with its preponderance of 
elaborately-costumed young people, 
the stilters, and the skeletons. 

They make for a visually stun- 
ning event but produce ambivalent 
cultural connotations. Local blogs 
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have facetiously proclaimed that 
with the entrenched multicultural- 
ism of SF’s Dia, the holiday cel- 
ebrations can be more appropriately 
titled “Day of the Dead Gringos.” 

Rio Yafiez grew up during this 
evolution. “The neighborhood’s 
changed so much, the parade is a 
reflection of that,” he says. “It’s a 
way of sharing culture. Even with 
all the drunk hipsters just having a 
good time marching, there’s still a 
good community spirit.” 

That’s not to say there isn’t 
disagreement over how the holi- 
day should be celebrated here. A 
dispute over who is the source of 
police complaints about overcrowd- 
ing and public drunkenness led 
to a split between Juan Pablo's 
collective’s march and the Marigold 
Project's altar installations in 
Garfield Park. “They want to cre- 
ate a party atmosphere, and that’s 
not what it’s about,” Pablo said. “It’s 
about honoring the dead. 

“The procession is a moving 
target without any of the hassles 
of a fixed location,” replies Kevin 
Mathieu, Marigold Project organizer. 

Maybe nothing is ever complete- 
ly at rest in a San Francisco — even 
the dead are caught in the winds of 
our city’s ongoing envisioning of the 
our culture’s true nature. srec

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Onra’s future funk 


The Parisian producer paves the way for 


the erotic robotic

MUSIC I first stumbled upon 
Onra’s music three 
years ago when 
I picked up 
Chinoiseries (Label 
Rouge), a sprawl- 
ing beat-tape in the 
line of J Dilla’s blueprint for the 
future of hip-hop, Donuts (Stones 
Throw, 2006). But unlike the late 
Dilla’s many lackluster imitators, 
Onra proves a worthy disciple. 
Chinoiseries crackling intro 
blends hip-hop quotables over 
boom bap percussion, closing out 
with Dilla’s signature rally call, 
“Let’s go!” But the transition into 
“The Anthem” is unexpected: a 
bass-heavy bréak anchors unfa- 
miliar horn blasts and traditional 
Mandarin vocals, unsteady and fis- 


sured in odd rhythm. What follows - 


are 30 head-nodding beats culled 
from late 1960s and early 1970s 
vinyl straight outta dusty Saigon 
crates — some Vietnamese, some 
Chinese in origin. The effort cer- 
tainly takes cues from RZA’s eerie 
psychedelic architectonics for the 
Wu-Tang Clan, in which he trans- 
formed Staten Island street sagas 
into a Shaolin kung-fu epic, but 
Chinoiseries is more furtive and gar- 
gantuan, scattered and undigested. 
Onra, or Arnaud Bernard 
according to his French govern- 
ment papers, isn’t your typical 
Parisian hip-hop producer (what- 
ever that is). He was born in 
Germany to a Vietnamese father 
and French mother and moved to 
France at a young age. He spent 
summers in the Ivory Coast where 
his mother lived and listened to 
the Caribbean polyrhythms of 
Zouk. But what initially hooked 
Onra to the beat was early 1990s 
American hip-hop. “I never really 
liked music before hearing my 
first rap song,” Onra tells me over 
an extended e-mail correspon- 
dence. “I was like, “This is it, and 
anything else is garbage.’ I had 
this state of mind for a few years 
before opening to other genres.” 
Travel permeated Onra’s early 
life, and hip-hop gave him a com- 
mon language with other wayward 


teens searching for a sense of 
themselves. “Through hip-hop, 

it has always been easier to con- 
nect with people because we share 
the same passion. So we're pretty 
much on the same wavelength 

— at least, we speak the same lan- 
guage,” he says. 

What makes Onra stand out 
is a talent not only for exploring 
the semantics of hip-hop’s codi- 
fied scriptures, but its heavily lay- 
ered emotional fabric. The MPC 
sampler/sequencer is his weapon 
of choice for recontextualizing 
sonic histories and mythologies. 
I'd even go so far as to say that he 
usurps tools of hip-hop to ground 
a sense of place in today’s wide- 
spread diaspora, where traditional 
and modern, distant and far, 
the animate and artificial grind 
against each other in sometimes 
uncomfortable, and unsalvageable, 
ways. 

Earlier this summer Onra 
dropped his strongest effort, Long 
Distance (All City), which he con- 
siders his full-length debut. The 
record, a thoroughly futuristic 
approach to early 1980s boogie 
funk, helped propel the wave of 
recent revivalism for the genre 
heralded by Los Angeles’ Dam- 
Funk. Locally, the Sweater Funk 
crew has steadily unearthed over- 
looked boogie jams, playing origi- 
nal vinyl of low rider grooves and 
synthesized soul in the basement 
of Chinatown’s Li-Po Lounge 
every Sunday night. Somehow the 
cheese factor of these sounds has 
retained its original funky odor, 
and even rampant irony has given 
way to wholehearted appreciation 
for lustful forays into buoyant bass 
and lush melodies. 

But Onra’s approach to the 
funk gathers inspiration from 
Notorious B.I.G.’s Mtume-based 
“Juicy” and Foxy Brown's “Gotta 
Get You Home” more than the 
analog-minded heritage channeled 
by Dam-Funk. “There were so 
many songs in the ’90s that sam- 
pled ’80s funk and modern soul,” 
Onra says. “That’s the feeling I 
wanted to have on my album, I 
had to find a way of recreating 
their feeling, but with a fresher 
touch.” Long Distance manages

that tension well, navigating nos- 
talgia for Roland chord progres- 
sions and vintage drum machines 
with a finger on the pulse for the 
spacey beat-futurism cultivated 
by the likes of Flying Lotus and 
Hudson Mohawke. 

The rolling bass lines of 
“Comet” and “Rock On” pick 
up where Parliament’s mother- 
ship landed 30 years ago — but 
the rusty funk machine scrapped 
together during the days of the 
cold war gets a bit of a facelift 
on Long Distance. The swerving 
slap bounce is reconfigured into 
a fragmented narrative of sensual 
ideas and indulgent desire out- 
lined in chalk. On “High Hopes” 
and the title track, R&cB crooners 
Reggie B and Olivier Daysoul 
wax seductive over woozy beats 
that sound like Dilla flipped the 
Prelude vaults. 

Voices are distorted and 
guzzled through technological 
mediation: “Oper8tor” receives 
the vocoder-inflected Zapp treat- 
ment and “Girl” traces a love 
interest’s absent-minded confes- 
sion over a fuzzy telephone voice 
message. Onra also ventures into 
uncharted intergalactic territory. 
“Wonderland” cruises on ecstatic 
altitudes higher than the intoxica- 
tion of house, while “WheeOut,” 
featuring Buddy Sativa wilding 
out on synth chords, discovers the 
sticky underbelly of electro. 

A general theme of travel, and 
the insatiable desires that emerge 
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from such trips through space and 
time, saturates the warm sonic 
textures of Long Distance. Onra 
doesn’t care to divulge too much 
on the topic: “I have been travel- 
ing a lot these past few years,” 

he says. “This album has been 
inspired by my own personal 
experiences, by a few long dis- 
tance relationships I had ... I think 
it’s a very inspiring subject.” 

I would dare trace the notion 
of distance back even farther, to 
the very impulse of Onra’s styl- 
ized hip-hop production. Whether 
seeking out some sense of imagi- 
native rootedness across disparate 
traditions and backgrounds in 
Chinoiseries and other beat-tapes, 
or the heart of expressionistic 
eros in Long Distance, a sense of 
absence drives Onra’s work. But 
he doesn’t get lost in mourn- 
ful nostalgia for a lost past and 
places already visited; some sort of 
dreamy future — a strange hori- 
zon where the erotic and robotic 
merge — seems to rise from the 
rubble. Desire might just find 
what it’s been looking for. srac

(Universal Sound) 


This banana-yellow retrospective 
comp devoted to a small collective- 
group of electronic musicians in 
Cologne, Germany offers a number 
of John Carpenter-like pleasures. 
E.M.A.K. member Kurt Mill pro- 
vides two of the best. The vaguely 
sinister bass line, otherworldly 
organ, and synth stabs of “Bote des 
Herbstes” would fit in perfectly 
alongside tracks from Carpenter's 
soundtrack for Christine (1983), and 
“Filmmusik” has a dancefloor as 
well as cinematic appeal. A fun doc- 
ument of a time when sampling was 
being invented and Commodore 64s 
were making music. 


THE FRESH & ONLYS 
Play It Strange 
(In the Red) 


A half-dozen or so listens in, this is 
shaping up to be the best album by 
SF's Fresh & Onlys to date, thanks in 
part to its widescreen production (the 
album was recorded by Tim Green). 
With its Duane Eddy twang, ghost 
harmonies, propulsive rhythms, and 
dovetail lyric about bickering between 
dying forms of media, “Waterfall” 

is as terrific as it is catchy. I kinda 
wish the group would slow down the 
tempo from time to time for more 
variety, particularly because they seem 
more than capable of pulling off a 

big ballad. But not many groups can 
evoke both Morrissey and late-period 
Damned while sounding like them- 
selves, and “I’m All Shook Up” offers 
exactly the kind of irresistible classic 
rock ’n’ roll its title promises. 


NICK GARRIE 
The Nightmare of J B Stanislaus 
(Cherry Red/Rev-Ola) 


In 1970, when The Nightmare of J B 
Stanislas was released, Nick Garrie 
was young, blond, and beautiful. But 
one need only look to Scott Walker 
at the time to see that pop idol looks 
and ambitious melancholic talent 


didn’t necessarily equate to record 
sales. Garrie’s debut album isn’t as 
dramatically symphonic as Walker’s 
solo efforts of the time, but it fea- 
tures beautifully lush orchestration. 
His purple lyrical style — which 
bears some similarity to Donovan's 
— and gentle choir-schooled voice 
meet up with strings to best effect 
on the plaintive “Can I Stay With 
You?,” a love song to a girl in his 
French lit class. 


SMALL BLACK 
New Chain 
(Jagjaguwar) 


Last summer I saw Small Black 

play after Pictureplane and before 
Washed Out on a chillwave triple 
bill of sorts that was disappointing 
in terms of how the sound translated 
to a live context. At the time, Small 
Black came off as the closest to an 
actual band, calling New Order 

to mind in terms of sound if not 
songwriting caliber. A year or so 
later, with a chillwave backlash in 
effect, Small Black’s debut album 
arrives amid a blogosphere’s worth 
of dodgy enthusiasm about the latest 
microgenre du jour: drag (or haunted 
house, or witch house). You can hear 
some trendy witch house elements in 
the production of New Chain, espe- 
cially the album’s variety of woozy 
and wheezy speedball sounds, but 
Small Black is far more musical and 
melodic than the wretched hype- 
magnet Salem, and fond of vintage 
hi-NRG touches. A little pretty 
goes a long way, and at least “Search 
Party” and “Photojournalist” have 
incandescent moments. 


T. REX 
The Slider 
(Fat Possum) 


Kudos to Fat Possum for reissuing 
this hard-to-find 1972 T. Rex all- 
time great, which moves from high 
point to high point as quickly as 
Marc Bolan’s lyrics find new nick- 
named characters to describe. Every 
once in a while — say, on “Baseball 


Ricochet” — Bolan’s playful lan- 


guage is a bit too nonsensical for its 
own good, but glam gems such as 
“Telegram Sam” and “Metal Guru” 
are matched by most of the album 
tracks. One peculiarity — how much 
the riff of “Chariot Choogle” resem- 
bles Led Zeppelin’s “Whole Lotta 


Love,” recorded two year earlier. 


VARIOUS ARTISTS 
Califia: The Songs of Lee Hazlewood 
(Ace) 


There are all kinds of treats and dis- 
coveries to be made within this grab- 
bag of Lee Hazlewood obscurities. 
Who else could write a song called 
“The Girl On Death Row,” not to 
mention deliver it with the authority 
of a winking Johnny Cash? (Turns 
out the song was for an American 
International Picture that went 

and changed its title.) Ca/ifia also 
includes some squalling girl-pop by 
Hazelwood’s early flame Suzi Jane 
Hokom and his later muse Ann- 
Margret, and a number of guitar- 
themed gems penned for his buddy 
Duane Eddy. It all closes with a song 
in German by the formerly “Little” 
Peggy March. 


WEEKEND 
Sports 
(Slumberland) 


To hear how extraordinary Weekend 
can be, check out “Age Class,” a rock 
song of instant classic status because 
of its furious guitar, ghost rider 
breakdown, and Shaun Durkan’s 
vocal, which builds to a crescendo 
that grasps extremes of love and 
death from the repeated line “There’s 
something in our blood.” Sports is 

an always-promising and sometimes 
powerful debut album, with a pecu- 
liar track sequence — its first half is 
erratic and largely opaque, but it hits 
stride with “Age Class” and the songs 
that follow. The Bay Area group’s 
antecedents range from Joy Division 
to Ride to the Wedding Present but 
they're already on their own path. 
I’m excited to hear where they go

Different walls 


Habibi adds an enigmatic viewpoint to a 
growing chorus of Palestinian voices

THEATER Palestinian perspectives 
are in. You know it 
when a major film- 
maker like Julian 
Schnabel makes a 
big-budget film like 
Miral, based on the 
book by Palestinian journalist Rula 
Jebreal (which recently screened at the 
Mill Valley Film Festival in advance 
of a general release early next year). 

In many ways, though, it’s the 
rest of the country that’s catching up 
to places like the Bay Area, where 
Palestinian voices have long been a 
part of the cultural landscape. The 
Arab Film Festival, for instance, 
which just closed its 14th season, 
once again featured several films 
from and about Palestine. And this 
year the San Francisco International 
Film Festival gave us a look at Port of 
Memory, the latest work from Kamal 
Aljafari, one of the most interesting 
and sophisticated filmmakers to come 
from Palestine since Elia Suleiman. 

In theater, San Francisco’s Golden 
Thread Productions, which just gave 
a staged reading of biographical 
work from youth in embattled Gaza 
called The Gaza Monologues. For 
years, Goldén Thread has produced 
works incorporating the Palestinian 
perspective amid a mass culture 
overwhelmingly slanted toward the 
more powerful side in a basically colo- 
nial project. And currently Campo 
Santo and Intersection for the Arts 


bring the diasporic repercussions of 
Palestinian dispossession center stage 
in Habibi, a new play from a new 
Palestinian American theatrical voice, 
Sharif Abu-Hambeh. 

Habibi makes its debut as the — 
second offering in a trio of world 
premieres at Intersection by first-time 
playwrights (the first having been 
Chinaka Hodge's Mirrors in Every 
Corner). Directed by Omar Matwally, 
Abu-Hambeh’s play weaves together 
two distinct storylines that attempt 
to capture the inter-generational 
confusion and displacement expe- 
rienced by assimilating Palestinian 
immigrants in the Bay Area. That 
confusion can regrettably transfer 
to the play itself, whose intentional 
deployment of ambiguity ends up, 
at least to some extent, being merely 
fuzzy rather than thought-provok- 
ing. But the ideas here are at times 
intriguingly subtle and the effort a 
promising one. Moreover, Matwally 
and Campo Santo give the play 
a strong production with various 
charms along the way. 

At the center of this double helix 
of a narrative is young Palestinian 
American Tariq (a coolly vital and 
engaging Aleph Ayin). Tariq shares 
a small Mission District apartment 
and even (talk about family overload) 
a single bed with his loving but 
paternalistic father, Mohammed (a 
stern, sympathetic Paul Santiago). 
The deliberate and routine-lov- 
ing Mohammed — who unlike his 
Americanized son speaks in accented 
English — is a museum guard with 
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a strong work ethic that he’s trying, 
unsuccessfully, to instill in his slacker 
offspring. Tariq, for his part, has just 
happily shed his menial job at a local 
café and is in no hurry to find a new 
one. His absent mother (Nora El 
Samahy) apparently left them some 
time before, though she reappears at 
one point in his imagination. 

This father and son dynamic, 
familial and almost too familiar, 
comes intercut with a public talk, by 
a high-class museum curator (a sharp 
and funny El Samahy, dressed by 
costume designer Courtney Flores in 
esteem-grabbing Manhattan chic and 
sporting a very respectable English 
accent), who leads us through a slide 
lecture on the great art heists of the 
last century. Her talk, avid but mean- 
dering, is interrupted by simultane- 
ously exasperating and guilt-produc- 
ing phone calls from her terminally 
ill father, and a consequent tendency 
to wander into ruminations farther 
afield — summoned for us in pic- 
tures of dispossession that float by on 
the screen behind her (in video pro- 


jections designed by Aubrey Millen). 


Maybe these wayward rumina- 
tions aren't so far afield after all, we 
come to suspect, as her theme of 
cultural theft warms up to its own 
complexities and encourages us to 
consider the nature of cultural trans- 
mission, loss, and hybridization in 
the life-and-death circumstances of 
exiled populations. This idea deep- 
ens as Tariq’s raucous and rebellious 
spirit extends to breaking into the 
curator’s monologue, and even smash- 
ing the fourth wall to confront us, 
her audience. Tariq also has a unique 
tendency to narrate his own actions, a 
selfconscious conceit that can be pro- 
ductive at times, especially of humor, 
and works as an indirect aside to the 
audience. 

By the end, the two narratives 
come even closer together through a 
rash act of Tariq’s father that trades 
disastrously on the concept of family 
heirlooms, or the physical symbols 
of patrimony and place. The climax 
arrives too hastily, and its potential 
impact is muted. At the same time, 
the play's departure from the more 
universal, shopworn gestures of 
“melting pot” tales verges on some- 
thing rare and coruscating. sree

YBCA remembers butoh pioneer Kazuo Ohno

FILM Kazuo Ohno, who died this 
past June at 103, prob- 
ably received the 
broadest exposure of 
his long career when 
Antony and the 
Johnsons chose Naoya 
Ikegami’s black and white Ohno 
portrait as the cover art for their 
2009 album The Crying Light. Shot 
in profile, wearing a black dress with 
a cluster of white flowers pinned in 
his hair, the visibly aged Ohno — his 
head tilted back, mouth slightly 
agape, and hands thrust forward like 
twisted branches — appears frozen 
somewhere between ecstasy and his 
last breath. 


ing performance run by acclaimed 
butoh troupe Sankai Juku. 

Known for its evocations of dark- 
ness and decay, butoh came about as 
an artistic response to the horrors of 
the World War II, horrors Ohno had 
experienced first-hand when he was 
held for two years as a prisoner of 
war in China and New Guinea while 
serving as an intelligence officer in 
the Imperial Japanese Army. Ohno’s 
first solo performance, Je//yfish 
Dance, given in Tokyo in 1949, was 
a reflection on the burials at sea he 
witnessed on board a vessel bearing 
captives to be repatriated to Japan. 
Ohno was 43 years old. 

In the audience that night was 
the much younger artist Tatsumi 
Hijikata, who was entranced by 
Ohno’s performance. The two spent 
the next several years developing what 


his 1977 magnum opus Admiring La 
Argentina. Soon after he began to 
study with the modern dance pio- 
neers Baku Ishii and Takaya Eguchi, 
while teaching physical education at a 
private Christian school in Yokohama 
— a position he held until the 1970s 
when he momentarily retired from 
public performance. 

Although his choice of characters 
and costuming frequently drew atten- 
tion to his aging body, Ohno was an 
indomitable performer. Even when 
he was confined to a wheelchair, late 
in his life, Ohno was still determined 
to use his body as a means of expres- 
sion. The documentary An Offering 
to Heaven focuses on a remarkable 
2002 collaborative performance with 
ikebana master Yukio Nakegawa, in 
which Ohno brought to life a dream

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The image captures something 
of the powerful ambiguity of Ohno’s 
solo performances, in which he fre- 
quently embodied female characters. 
Beneath the What Ever Happened 
to Baby Jane? pancake makeup and 
vintage rags, Ohno — one of the 
founders of the postwar Japanese 
dance-theater form butoh — could 
still convey great tenderness as well 
as sorrow, and that it was possible to 
laugh in the dark while struggling 
through it.

was to become known as Ankoku

Although Hijikata choreographed 
many of Ohno’s performances from 
the 1960s on, he became known for 
his grotesque and boundary-pushing 
performance style, whereas Ohno 
developed a more introspective, some- 
times even delicate approach. 

Ohno was born on Hokkaido, 
Japan's northernmost island. His life 
changed in 1926 when, while still 
a student at the prestigious Japan 
Athletic College in Tokyo, he attend- 
ed a performance by the Argentinean 
flamenco dancer Antonia Mercé, 
who would become the subject of

When he could no longer use his 
hands, he would dance with his eyes. 
On his death bed, he claimed that

Seeing spots

HAIRY EYEBALL Jancar Jones 
Gallery might be no 
larger than most 
gallery kitchens, 
but New York City- 
based artist Bill 
Jenkins has created 
the illusion of more space within 

it through very simple means. For 
his solo show “Lids and Dots,” 

he irregularly spray painted black 
polka dots across the gallery’s white 
walls, evoking Yayoi Kusama’s 
spot-covered installations from the 
1960s as well as Keith Haring’s 
doodled-over interiors from two 
decades later. 101 Dalmatians also _ 
comes to mind. 

The dots, especially when gazed 
at from the corner of one’s eye, 
make the gallery’s tiny dimensions 
seem more malleable. They curve 
corners rather than cut them, and 
their irregular placement suggests 
protrusion or indentation where 
there is actually only flatness. 

This play off the given shape of 
a space is taken up in the exhibit’s 
other titular component. Made 
from papier-maché, sometimes 
studded with debris and small 
objects from his studio, Jenkins’ 
coral-like “lids” sit atop a variety of 
everyday domestic vessels: a filing 
tray, a small plastic waste basket, a 
bowl — that have themselves been 
placed on white plinths. 

The juxtaposition of Jenkins’ 
handmade components with the 


mass-produced products they only 
haphazardly cover is funny and 
strange. But the absurd pairings 
also raise the more serious question 
— echoed in Jenkins’ transforma- 
tion of the exhibition space itself — 
of what happens when functionality 
is no longer a self-apparent quality 
of a thing but becomes something 
to be discovered in-process or, per- 
haps, to discard altogether. 


THAR SHE BLOWS 

Narwhals are the sort of animals 
that seem too strange to actu- 
ally exist yet are that much more 
fantastic because they do. The 
same could be said of Seth Koen’s 
wonderfully suggestive wood sculp- 
tures at Gregory Lind, currently 
on display in a show that takes its 
inspiration from the small Artic 
whale, and its singular spiraling 
horn (actually a tooth). 

Koen carves and planes his 
pale maple and basswood pieces 
into smooth planks with soft, 
curved edges that typically bend 
90 degrees ata certain point. Their 
placement on the walls or floor, 
along with their titles, suggest 
various marine mammals, or the 
sort of tools that ancient fisherman 
would use to hunt those very same 
creatures. : 

With its two dowel-like 
appendages poking from what 
resembles the joined back and seat 
of a chair turned upside-down, 
Tusk sketches a walrus with but the 
simplest lines. So, too, does Se/kie, 
with its upturned spire, evoke the 


titular shape-shifting seal of Celtic 
lore, as well as the horned creature 
from which the exhibit takes its 
name and creates a strange new 
adjective: “Narwhellian.” 

It is a fanciful variation on 
“Orwellian,” as well as a repudia- 
tion of that word’s sinister connota- 
tions of control and manipulation. 
Koen’s sculptures, whose simple 
shapes are at once unspecific and 
particularly evocative, welcome a 
freedom of interpretation. Almost 
toy-like, they invite play. 


| WANT CANDY 

If you don’t get your candy fix 

this Halloween weekend, be sure 
to browse the rainbow-colored 
confections at Scott Richards 
Contemporary Art when the group 
show “Sweet Tooth” opens Nov. 4. 

Your eyes will probably hurt 
as much as your teeth after taking 
in so many glossy, photo-realistic 
depictions of sugar, as well as its 
cheaper, government subsidized 
imitations. There are paintings of 
candy. drops, a cocktail umbrella- 
topped mountain of sorbet, a truly 
dubious Jell-O mold, and a package 
of colorfully iced cookies (Daniel 
Douke’s Invasion) that resembles an 
edible version of one of Warhol’s 
Flowers silkscreens. The effect is 
one of brightly hued and cutely 
packaged obscenity. 

There’s even some old fash- 
ioned, Easy-Bake sexism courtesy 
of pop pin-up artist Mel Ramos, 
whose Reese’s Rose features a busty 
brunette emerging from a Reese’s 


candy bar wrapper, 4 la Botticelli’s 
The Birth of Venus. Katy Perry 
should hit him up for her next 
album cover. 

Wayne Thiebaud’s 1970 
gouache painting Study for Gumball 
Machine is remarkable for its vivid 
two-dimensionality, reducing 
the spherical nature of its sub- 
ject to colors and mostly straight 
lines. Dimension is drawn in, but 
Thiebaud’s line and color combi- 
nations create an aura around the 
gumball machine rather than con- 
vey its seeming tactile immediacy. 

Thiebaud’s study lacks the 
glossy shellac that drips across the 
other works in “Sweet Tooth.” It 
is a useful reminder that we can’t 
always get what we want. srac

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Paradise lost 


Kunst-Stoff and LEVYdance travel 
through violent legacies in a powerful 


double bill

DANCE Expanding like a landscape, 
the view into ODC’s 
theater from its 
narrow hallway 
entrance has become 
a theatrical experi- 
ence. Passing through, 
you can't help but be in a good mood. 
For the site’s official opening pro- 
gram, ODC Theater Director Rob 
Bailis invited two local choreogra- 
phers of quite different temperament 
to create their own scenery, Planned 
or not, Yannis Adoniou and Ben 
Levy explored similar territories 
— the debt that each of them owes 
to his heritage as an artist and human 
being. Adoniou is of Greek and Levy 
of Jewish Persian descent. Neither 
lapsed into sentimentality; the two 
pieces were fierce and dark, and each 
connected like a powerful punch. 
Adoniou based Kunst-Stoff’s 
Rebetiko on the underground music 
that Greek emigrants brought with 
them when they were forcefully 
expelled from Turkey in the early 
part of the 20th century. It’s a work 
in which haunting memories and 
contemporary pain flow through cho- 
reography that whimpers, rebels, and 
howls yet finishes on a note of peace, 
or at least resignation. At 45 minutes, 
Rebetiko is a stretch for its material. 
Nonetheless, it is perhaps Adoniou’s 
most integrated and finest work to 
date. Marina Fukushima, Chin-chin 
Hsu, Daniel Howerton, Daiane 
Lopes da Silva, and Julia Stiefel were 
the ferocious dancers; Catherine 
Clambanevea the excellent singer. 
Adoniou plunges his refugees 
into a sea of darkness (fabulous 
lighting by Lisa Pinkham) and omi- 
nous city sounds (music and songs 
by Minos Matsas). They struggle, 
hide, escape, and survive — barely. 
Whips lash, ropes imprison, bodies 
are pulled to ground. Lopez da Silva 
whirls herself into a fury like a god- 
dess of revenge and Howerton runs, 
hunted by invisible pursuers. Hsu 
seems stunned, frozen in deep plié or 
doubled over. Yet out of the darkness 
emerges a ray of hope, a tentative 
Greek folk dance duet for Howerton 


and Fukushima. Still, at the end he 
collapses — a man overcome, a cul- 
ture destroyed. 

Setting off the gloom is a lumi- 
nous banner that spills onto the stage. 
Under Pinkham’s masterful lighting, 
it variously suggests turbulent memo- 
ries, a place of safety, a paradise lost. 
It also pays fine tribute to rebetiko’s 
culture of shadow puppetry. 

In Our Body Remembers, 
LEV Ydance strips away the layers 
that have accumulated in our bod- 


ies, sending us back into an incho- 
ate state of being. If I understood 
choreographer Levy correctly, he 


bravado. Yet Levy succeeds admira- 
bly. A charming dance for hands pays 
tribute to Middle Eastern and Asian 
traditions of using fingers as some- 
thing more than the end of an arm. 

The dancers (Aline Wachsmuth, 
Ali Schechter, Morgelyn Tenbeth 
Ward, and Bianca Cabrera) are cred- 
ited with movement. Levy provides 
the direction and — no doubt — the 
drive. My one reservation about Our 
Body pertains to the writing scene in 
which Wachsmuth gives and denies 
written cues about her body's func- 
tion. It didn’t add enough to the 
piece’s thrust. 

The tempest starts slowly. Little 
tremors shake these women as 
they pass snippets of paper — gos- 
sip? memory? — to Wachsmuth, 
who becomes increasingly agitated. 
Putting heels on the barefoot danc- 
ers, Our Body hits high gear, send- 
ing the dancers down the runway, 
primping and posing, but with a 
decidedly aggressive note. When

looks at this unspooling with a mix 
of trepidation, bemusement, and 
awe. Sarah Phykitt’s lighting and set 
divides the stage into various areas of 
activity, making fine use of ODC’s 
new space. Kardash (Marty Huerta 
and Murat Bayhan) create the aural 
landscape. 

Initially Our Body uses an epi- 
grammatic, quasi-narrative structure, 
out of which bursts an increasingly 
physical flood of energy that borders 
on the violent. Drawing turbulent 
emotion and motion from Persian 
dance’s curvy lines and gentle undu- 
lations seems like an act of foolish 
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they begin tearing clothes off of each 
other, this is no mere catfight. It’s 
anger, chaos, and violence at its most 
extreme, and it’s frightening. Finally, 
stripped down with feathery snow- 
flakes falling on them, the dancers 
awaken into a dream state. I couldn't 
decide whether Levy was sarcastic or 
lyrical. srec

The Good Shepard 


The Punk'd prodigy takes another 
big-screen stab in The Freebie

FILM This is doubtless no news to 
people who have TV 
reception, but I was 
disappointed to 
recently learn Dax 
Shepard is a regular 
on the NBC series 
Parenthood. Which is probably fine. 
But for a few minutes there it looked 
like he was going to become a movie 
star, and now that seems less immedi- 
ately likely. Shepard is a fine example 
of talent deserving and getting breaks 
that boost them to the B list, but no 
further. (For proof life isn’t fair tha- 
taway, observe that just because she 
lucked into Knocked Up — a movie 
Shepard cameoed in, probably just 
for fun — Katherine Heigl now gets 
movies built around her.) 

Shepard is goofy, off-kilter’ dly 
attractive, versatile, capable of 
being subtle (yet funny) in broad 
circumstances. He’s shown those 
qualities in Without a Paddle (2004), 
Employee of the Month (2006), Baby 
Mama (2008), and When in Rome. 
He starred in three barely released 
to theaters: Mike Judge’s Idiocracy 
(2006), which has a cult following; 
Bob “Mr, Show” Odenkirk’s Let's Go 
to Prison (2006), which deserves one 
but has a reputation for world-class 
suckage instead; and Smother (2008) 
with Diane Keaton, which nobody 
defends. You see the problem: this is 
not a winning resume. Ergo, Shepard 
is back where he started (as Ashton 


Kutcher’s Punk'd minion), on TV 
every week. 

Except this week, when he’s also 
at a theater near you in The Freebie. 
This is one of those actors-mak- 
ing-work projects that often turn out 
badly, because creating a movie to act 
in yourself is seldom an impetus from 
which greatness springs. Then again, 
writer-director-star Katie Aselton has 
spent years grooming for greatness — 
let us note in 1995 she snagged both 
Miss Maine Teen and the Jantzen 
Swimsuit Competition. 

And in fact, The Freebie is 
pretty good. Not as good as Breaking 
Upwards, the somewhat similar New 
York City indie earlier this year. But 
among movies about long-term cou- 
ples pondering Seeing Other People, 
it’s up there. Annie (Aselton) and 
Darren (Shepard) have been married 
seven years, in Los Angeles yet, and 
still they hang out and have fun, just 
the two of them, all the time. (We 
never learn what either does for a liv- 
ing.) It has not escaped notice, how- 
ever, that their sex life has receded to 
the point where there's no answer to 
“When did we last ... ?” because no 
one can remember. “I still get major 
boners for you,” Darren reassures. 
“They're just, like, snuggle boners.” 

When at a dinner party Darren 
fervently urges a friend to sow all 
wild oats lest she meet Mr. Right 
and be doomed to never have sex 
with anyone else again, this low 
ebb becomes an issue. Should they 
do something about it? Perhaps by 
choosing a single, specific date on 


which they are free to (separately) do 
somebody else? Then return home 
refreshed, newly appreciative of and 
horny toward each other? Uh-huh. 

This plan is presented so stealthi- 
ly by Darren — and Shepard is one of 
those actors whose characters’ thought 
processes leak haplessly through 
his googly eyes, rendering fibs and 
scheming hilarious — that by the 
time it’s agreed on, Annie thinks it’s 
her idea. Was there ever a romantic 
comedy in which mutual cheating 
turned out a good idea? It doesn’t 
here, either. But getting to the “We've 
made a terrible, terrible mistake” part 
proves loose, amusing, credible, and 
briefly dead serious. (That serious bit 
proves that the ingratiating Shepard 
can do mirthless, ugly, and abusive 
when necessary.) 

The Freebie was largely impro- 
vised. Aselton is used to such 
processes, being married to and 
sometimes cast by mumblecore 
leader Mark Duplass (2005's The 
Puffy Chair, Cyrus). Like many m- 
core movies, The Freebie — which 
otherwise feels too eventful to be 
classified as such — looks like 
crap. But Aselton gets a lot of other 
things right, from the regular-peo- 
ple L.A. milieu to perfect mixtape 
soundtrack choices by artists you've 
never heard of. 

All the performances are excel- 
lent, the director herself playing 
naturalistic straight-woman to 
Shepard’s toned-down yet still 
slightly surreal mix of sly, snarky, and 
spacey. File his career next to that of 
Steve Zahn, Seann William Scott, or 
David Arquette, to name other guys 
who may seldom or never get mov- 
ies built around them. They should, 
though. SFBG

Don’t stop this 
crazy thing 


Twenty years on, Ninja Tune continues to 
explore the outer limits of beatmaking

MUSIC Coldcut used to brag that it 
was “Ahead of Our 
Time.” In the late 
1980s, they slapped 
the phrase onto a 
host of groundbreak- 
ing forays into cut-and- 

paste sound mathematics like “Beats 
+ Pieces,” “Doctorin’ the House,” and 
“Stop This Crazy Thing,” freewheel- 
ing tunes that treated the history of 
sound as an enormous candy shop, 
copyright laws be damned. 

And now? Coldcut’s long-run- 
ning company Ninja Tune reflects 
the musical times in all its hetero- 


geneous subgenres and variations on 
familiar themes. When Matt Black 
and Jonathan More launched Ninja 
Tune in 1990, it was to create an 
outlet for the group's abiding pas- 
sion in.instrumental beats (which the 
British press would soon garnish with 
colorful nicknames like “trip-hop” 
and “sampledelia”). It was built on 
Coldcut-related productions like DJ 
Food’s Jazz Brakes series and Bogus 
Order’s Zen Brakes. Over time, the 
label flowered into a major indie 
with two sublabels (Counter and Big 
Dada) and dozens of artists passing 
through its doors, from Amon Tobin 
and Roots Manuva to Antibalas and 


Mr. Scruff. Today, it releases icono- 
clastic statements from the L.A. beat 
scene (Daedelus), the Baltimore indie/ 
electro scene (Spank Rock and the 
Death Set), and London's grime and 
bass worlds (the Bug). 

During a phone interview from 
London, Coldcut’s Black says, “All 
the artists on the label have their 
own character. It’s like a collection of 
audibles, really. There’s a consistency 
in the fact that we're all quite out 
there.” He adds that Ninja Tune is 
more “advanced” than it was in its 
first decade, when most of the roster 
— including production units like 
the Herbaliser and Funki Porcini 
— fit under the “trip-hop” rubric. 

“T felt that some of the early releases 
interpreted the Coldcut blueprint too 
literally, just getting some funky loops 
and sounds and stringing it out for a 
bit.” Part of this is due to maturity. 
The Herbaliser, for example, began 
making beat “loops” for discerning 
headz but has since grown into a 
full-fledged band. Even DJ Food, 
which now solely consists of producer 
Strictly Kev, has become a purveyor. 
of soundtrack music inspired as much 
by David Axelrod as Marley Marl. 

The mutating Ninja Tune amoeba 
is being chronicled through a series 
of 20th anniversary promotions. 

The deluxe box set Ninja Tune XX 


includes a hardcover book, six CDs, 
and six 7-inch vinyl records. The 
book, Ninja Tune: 20 Years of Beats & 
Pieces (Black Dog Publishing, 1992 
pages, $29.95), is also available sepa- 
rately as a paperback. “If you look at 
the arrangements and the musicality 
on the music on the XX set, it’s a 

lot more advanced than it was a few 
years ago,” says Black, pointing to 
San Francisco’s Brendan “Eskmo” 
Angelides as an example. 

Eskmo isn’t the first Bay Area 
artist to record for Ninja Tune; that 
honor belongs to rap experimentalist 
cLOUDDEAD, which released the 
U.K. edition of its 2001 selftitled 
album through Big Dada. However, 
he gives Ninja Tune a foothold in the 
thriving bass and organic electronic 
music scene through the symphonic 
boom of tracks like “Hypercolor.” 
Eskmo says that signing with Ninja 
Tune, which just released his self 
titled debut, has been “really inspira- 
tional,” adding, “It’s a unique thing in 
this day and age for an independent 
to be flourishing and still put out 
creative stuff.” 

According to Stevie Chick’s book 
20 Years of Beats && Pieces, Ninja Tune 
emerged in the wake of the music 
industry's brief yet disillusioning 
courtship of Coldcut, who dazzled 
with a game-changing remix of Eric 
B. & Rakim’s “Paid In Full” (the 
classic “Seven Minutes of Madness” 
mix) and U.K. pop hits like Yazz’ 
“The Only Way Is Up” and Queen 
Latifah’s “Find a Way.” The label 
began as Coldcut’s middle finger to 
demands that they become another 
group of pop-dance hacks like Stock 
Aitken Waterman. “We really liked 
making instrumental hip-hop, fuck- 
ing around, not having to make 
another ‘pop’ track,” Black tells author 


Chick. On albums such as 1997's Let 
Us Play, Coldcut found an equilib- 
rium between advocating the wonders 
of cutting-edge technology and vinyl 
consumption and promoting anticapi- 
talist themes. 

An inevitable byproduct of Ninja 
Tune’s success (as well as that of its 
great rival, Warp Records) is that its 
fashion-forward yet radical communal 
lifestyle seems more myth than real- 
ity. In 2005, the label released Amon 
Tobin’s soundtrack for the Ubisoft 
video game Splinter Cell: Chaos 
Theory. Last year, Speech Debelle 
won the U.K. Mercury Prize for her 
Speech Therapy debut. A few months 
later, the British rapper announced 
that she wanted off the Big Dada 
label because it didn’t promote her 
work enough. Meanwhile, several 
roster artists have scored popular 
car commercials, from Mr. Scruff’s 
“Get a Move On’ for the Lincoln 
Navigator to the Heavy’s “How You 
Like Me Now?” for KIA Sorento 
minivans. 

“We've adapted our game,” Black 
explains. “We've got a company called 
Sync, Inc. and they specialize in get- 
ting sync licenses or getting our music 
placed in films, TV, video games, and 
adverts. That’s become an important 
part of our business.” When asked 
if that contradicts Coldcut’s earlier 
independent philosophy, he answers, 
“We give our artists a lot of freedom. 
If an artist wants to license a track 
to Coca-Cola, we wouldn’t-necessar- 
ily block them. Coldcut has turned 
down a lot of syncs, particularly 
car ads, ever since we did one for 
Ford and realized that was a terrible 
idea.” Ironically, the song used was 
“Timber,” an instrumental decrying 
the eradication of rain forests. Even 
though Coldcut gave half of the 
licensing money to Greenpeace, says 
Black, “We didn’t feel comfortable 
with it.” 

Two decades on, Ninja Tune con- 
tinues to weather the rapid changes of 
the music industry while sustaining 
Coldcut’s dream of an independent 
haven for progressive artists. But the 
future ain't free. “I believe the cor- 
porations are the Nazis of our age,” 
Black says. “But you sometimes have 
to talk to the Nazis because they're a 
reality.” SFBG

The Girl Who Kicked the Hornet’s Nest 

If you enjoyed the first two films in the 
Millennium trilogy — 2009'sThe Girl With the 
Dragon Tattoo and The Girl Who Played With 
Fire — there's a good chance you'll also like 
The Girl Who Kicked the Hornet's Nest. Based 
on the final book in Stieg Larsson’s series, the 
film begins shortly after the violent events 
at the conclusion of the second movie. There 
are brief flashes of what happened — the 
cinematic equivalent of TV’s “previously on...” 
— but it’s likely an indecipherable jumble to 
Girl first-timers. Hornet’s Nest presents the 
trial of Lisbeth Salander (Noomi Rapace), the 
much-abused, much-misunderstood, entirely 
kick-ass protagonist of the series. With the 
help of journalist Mikael Blomkvist (Michael 
Nyqvist) and his sister Annika (Annika Hallin) 
as her lawyer, Lisbeth finally gets her day in 
court. The conspiracy that drives the story is 
somewhat convoluted, and while it all comes 
together in the end, Hornet's Nest isn’t an 
easy film to digest. Still, it’s a well-made and 
satisfying conclusion to the trilogy — as 
long as you caught the beginning and middle, 
too.

French-English, or otherwise — have 
managed the transformation Kristin Scott 
Thomas has, in using her considerable beauty 
to convey unfathomable hunger. In this roman- 
tic thriller witha touch of Madame Bovary 
and more than a dab of noir, Scott Thomas is 
Suzanne, the efficient if somewhat taken-for- 
granted wife of a doctor (Yvan Attal, director 
of 2001’s My Wife Is an Actress and Charlotte 
Gainsbourg’s partner), whose marriage 
resembles a business arrangement more than 
a love match. The couple enlist Catalan ex-con 
Ivan (Sergi Lopez) to build an office for her 
budding physical therapy practice, and after 
a minor car accident, Ivan falls into Suzanne’s 
care, and as she grows to care more deeply 
about him, an affair begins. Director Catherine 
Corsini’s tough-eyed look at what follows 
— concerning the economics of marriage and 
the price of one woman's individuation and 
passionate choices — calls to mind women’s 
melodramas of the ‘40s and ‘50s, though 
Corsini renders her oft-told tale of awaken- 
ing with considerably less heavy-handedness 
and minimal condescension. That approach 
and Scott Thomas’ performance — the movie 
almost turns on the motionless, slowly evolv- 


ing look in Suzanne’s eyes when she realizes 
what she must do — makes Leaving a depar- 
ture from your average coming-of-liberation 
romance.

“United Nations Association Film Festival” 
Oliviero Toscani possesses two qualities that 
make a good documentary subject: conflict 
and character. A photographer known for 
merging humanitarianism and commerce in 

ad campaigns for the clothing manufacturer 
United Colors of Benetton, Toscani created 
controversy by placing confrontational images 
of AIDS, war, anorexia, and other decid- 

edly non-glamorous subjects on billboards 
and in fashion magazines. In The Rages of 
Images, part of the UNAFF 2010 International 
Documentary Film Festival, Toscani is put in 
front of the viewfinder to address critics and 
give some entry into his palatial, you-wish- 
it-was-yours life story. Animated and wildly 
impassioned, the photographer'comes across 
with the energy of an aging, Italian Jack Black, 
defending work that threatened to co-opt suf- 
fering and was in banned in places. At 44 min- 
utes, the documentary is straightforward with 
an irony that comes across in the soundtrack; 
Toscani is given free rein to speak from his 
high horse. Another UNAFF selection, Strange 
Birds of Paradise, follows a group of West 
Papuan refugees in Australia recording folk 
songs that are outlawed in their home country 
under Indonesian rule. It’s also a primer on 
the history of the occupation and suppression 
of indigenous culture in that region of the 
world. As though this were not enough mate- 
rial for the documentary, filmmaker Charlie 
Hill-Smith injects footage from his travels and 
encounters with freedom fighters and farmers. 
Heartfelt, occasionally amusing and absolutely 
sincere as it may be, the filmmaker’s presence 
does not help to structure the documentary, 
which jumps back and forth between a number 
of narratives and brief, unnecessary animated 
segments. Informative for the uninitiated, the 
politicizing message of the film is weighed 
down by the use of every possible documen- 
tary tool.

Paranormal Activity 2 Taking a cue from the 
Paranormal Activity 2 audience member who 
called “Bullshit!” before the final credits rolled 
at a recent screening, I’m haunted by the many 
way the filmmakers (Tod Williams directs with 
original writer-director Oren Peli relegated to 
co-producer role) could have taken Paranormal 
to another level, while maintaining some of 
the original’s DIY 21st-century-video-folk-art 
charm and resourcefully low-budge creepi- 
ness. How about kicking off with a good body 
hurl at the camera — or two or six? Or turn- 
ing up the horror the in the sequel’s haunted 
McMansion, beyond misbehaving cabinetry —

It’s a thrilling time in Bay Area 
spirits. The same players who've 
made us proud in years past con- 
tinue to reinvent themselves, while 
newcomers add flavor — literally 
— to the scene. In visits to four 
local distilleries, | came away 
inspired by their inventiveness and 
skill. And while none of the spirits 

| tasted use extracts or flavorings 
(like many of their big-brand coun- 
terparts), they do manage to fit in 
countless pounds of local, unex- 
pected fruits, even natural herbs. 
Even more exciting to the small 
batch booze enthusiast? Most 

of the following distilleries open 
their tasting rooms by schedule or 
appointment so the tippling public 
can discover for itself the motto 
emblazoned on the bottles of Old 
World Spirits: “Good stuff needs no 
special effects.” 


ST. GEORGE'S SPIRITS 
At the mighty St. George, inven- 
tiveness reigns, with a rock star 
attitude to boot. The distillery’s 
small staff experiments broadly 
and distillers Lance Winters and 
Dave Smith drive this license into 
genius. A behind-the-scenes jour- 
ney through their labs unveiled 
nothing short of a wonderland 
apothecary: test tubes and bottles 
of spirits flavored with herbs, 
fruits, vegetables, foie gras — 
even beef jerky. You may (rightly) 
love their eaux de vie, absinthe, 
agave spirits, rum, vodkas, and 
whiskeys, but have you heard 
they’re toying with a carrot bran- 
dy? Clear and vegetal, it showcases 
the essence of the orange veg- 
etable with a delicate hand. We can 
only pray they'll bottle this one. 

| also sampled St. George’s 
bourbon aging in charred 
American white oak that was 
a few years away from being 
officially bottled. Only five 
months young and made from 
the required minimum amount 
of corn (it needs at least 51 per- 
cent to qualify as bourbon) plus 
barley, crystal malt, wheat, and 


rye, it’s full of malty, rich promise. 
The same holds true of its white 
dog (clear-white whiskey) made 
from the same grains — one we 
could possibly see sooner on the 
shelves. 

St. George’s next single malt 
whiskey, Lot 9, has been aging 
five to 12 years in barrels blended 
with 17 woods, including used 
American bourbon oak, sherry 
refills, port refills, and French oak. 
If you’re lucky, you soon may be 
able to purchase (in limited quan- 
tities) a single malt-single barrel 
selection that has been aged eight 
years in bourbon barrels then 
finished for four years in French 
oak apple brandy barrels. It isa 
wonder of complexity compared 
to their regular whiskey releases. 

Only the brave attempt to 
down the scorching fire that is 
St. George’s in house habanero 
vodka. Grown men confessed of 
crying or throwing up just sipping 
it — only a handful of people have 
downed a legitimate amount and 
have been permitted to sign the 
distillery’s bottle of the burn. But 
my name is on that bottle — no 
tears, no throwing up, just a rag- 
ing habanero sizzle.

CHARBAY 
Ona winding road above St. 
Helena and under peaceful Spring 
Mountain pines, there’s more going 
on than this distillery’s impeccable 
line of vodkas. Thirteen genera- 
tions have gone into this family 
business, founded in 1983 and run 
by Miles and Susan Karakasevic, 
their son Marko, and his wife Jenni. 
The distillery’s lineage is evident 
to the discerning tippler who sips 
their port, rums, pastis, brandy, 
grappa, wines — even their herba- 
ceous tequila. Charbay’s father-son 
distilling duo traveled to Mexico 
to painstakingly learn traditional 
tequila-making technique, which 
they expertly riff on to make their 
distinct blends. 

Don’t even get me started 


on Release |] of Charbay whiskey! 
110 proof, aged six years with a 
pilsner beer base, it’s a strato- 
spheric $325, but one of the 
most exceptional things I’ve ever 
tasted. From its astounding com- 
plexity, | caught everything from 
hops to echoes of the pine trees 
surrounding the distillery. | also 
sampled an unreleased 12-year 
version of Release lI: higher proof, 
rich, a stunner. 

But there’s no rest for the 
Karakasevics. Future whiskeys are 
already aging in French oak bar- 
rels — the one I’m most thirsty 
for, a stout whiskey, won’t be 
ready until 2012. If early tastes 
are any indication, it’s already bril- 
liantly complex with coffee, spice, 
and dark chocolate notes. Made 
with neighboring Bear Republic’s 
stout in copper alembic stills, it’ 
age for two years to reach 90 
proof and is expected to retail 
around $90 — part of a younger, 
more affordable line of whiskeys 
compared with the divine but 
costly Release II. The bold explor- 
er spirit that propels Charbay to

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Mexico to make a fine tequila 
shines in their future whiskeys. 


TEMPUS FUGIT SPIRITS 
These importers have already 
made waves with their Swiss-pro- 
duced Gran Classico Bitter, which | 
hailed for reinventing classic cock- 
tails like the Negroni. They also 
import some of the best French 
and Swiss absinthes in existence. 
Absinthe historians and spirits 
experts Peter Schaf and John 
Troia are the masterminds behind 
Tempus Fugit — and owners of 
one of the finest vintage absinthe 
poster collections in the world, It 
was a thrill to check out these rare 
pieces while tasting the history and 
forward-thinking vision in their bit- 
ters and liqueurs. 

Tempus Fugit’s modus 
operandi is reinventing classic 
recipes and distilling them locally. 
Petaluma-produced Liqueur de 
Violettes is next up for the duo, a 
taste along the lines of Creme de 
Violette and other violet liqueurs 
yet somehow unlike any of them. 
Made with less sugar, the liqueur

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is a more appropriate cocktail 
ingredient — it’s less cloying, 
more purely floral and light. Each 
time | sample it, its bouquet blos- 
soms like a layered wine: a sophis- 
ticated, botanical aperitif. 

Tempus Fugit's future proj- 
ect (a two-man team, after all, 
only has four hands) is Creme 
de Cacao-Chouva, a chocolate 
liqueur that will change chocolate 
cocktails the way St. George’s 
Firelit transformed coffee liqueur. 
It’s dark, lightly sweet, lush and 
earthy. Tasting it, | envision a 
resurgence of my guilty plea- 
sure cocktail, the Grasshopper, 
refined and grown up with Creme 
de Cacao-Chouva and creme de 
menthe. It came alive with soda 
water — an elevated egg cream 
soda materialized in my cocktail 
windshield. 

Keep an eye on these guys. 
They have more spirits and bit- 
ters as exciting as the ones I’ve 
listed in the works. Their diz- 


zying knowledge of the history 
and intricacies of forgotten or 
neglected spirits, along with 
refined taste, suggests revelatory 
possibilities for the future pours 
of Tempus Fugit.

OLD WORLD SPIRITS 

Just north of San Carlos in a non- 
descript smattering of office build- 
ings, is Old World Spirits, which 
has been in production since 2009. 
Davorin Kuchan, its third-gen- 
eration distiller from Croatia, says 
family plays an irreplaceable part 
in the operation, as is evident from 
the photos lining the walls of the 
distillery. The whole clan is involved 
— Kuchan’s young daughter even 
drew the girl peeking out from foli- 
age that graces Old World’s playful 
absinthe label. The output of both 
Davorin and business partner 
Joseph Karakas is astounding for 

a two-person operation, with two 
absinthes, a gin, a black walnut 
liqueur, three eaux de vie/brandies, 
and more liquors slotted for future 
release.

Old World uses custom-made 
German stills and local fruits like 
the Indian blood peach, which 
Davorin calls the “heirloom toma- 
to” of stone fruit. Though he grew 
the peaches himself in Croatia, 
in California Davorin orders in 
from Placerville’s Goldbud Farms. 
The clear blood peach eau de vie 
impresses with notes of ripe, juicy 
fruit flesh and spicy skin. | found 
Old World’s eaux de vies well-bal- 
anced, both the pear-inflected 
Poire Williams and the three- to 
seven-months oak-aged O’Henry 
Peach. | sipped a raspberry eau 
di vie it has yet to release: clear 
and lightly floral, free of the cloy- 
ing sugar common in raspberry 
liqueurs. 

Watch for Old World’s sold 
out dark black walnut liqueur 
— another batch is out in two 
years. Kuchan’s Blade Gin stocks 
the shelves of many a Bay Area 
bar, a California-inspired gin route 
with whispers of ginger, citrus, 
cilantro, lemon verbena, and black 
cardamom. Two kinds of absinthe, 


a green (verte) and clear blanche/ 
white (referred to as Bleue, as 

in Switzerland), take cues from 
classic absinthes but resound 
with Davorin’s interpretation of 
20 percent more herbs than what 
enlivens a traditional absinthe. Old 
World’s next release: a Cognac- 
style double barrel brandy aged 

in French and American oak and 
finished in Kentucky bourbon 
casks, which they hope to release 
soon. My early taste straight from 
the barrel yielded an already rich, 
spicy brandy. 

Thirsty yet? Visit Davorin 
and Joseph during their monthly 
Friday Flight nights. Davorin will 
turn on some fine French pop 
tunes as both pour spirits, trans- 
forming the distillery into a warm 
familial party.

When it comes to sardines, 

you have to think outside the 
earthquake shelter. On the fla- 
vor-o-meter, the tinned food 

of last resort (Served on tarps 
with Saltines and stale water) 
bears no resemblance to its wild, 
fresh self. Even a humble sardine 
doesn’t deserve to be jammed in 
like a sardine, oil slicked, and left 
to age in the farthest reaches of 
the cupboard. 

As several San Francisco 
eateries are ably proving, 
sardines, when treated with 
respect, are a tasty addition to 
the dining table. And healthy. 
And sustainable (they’re on 
the Monterey Bay Aquarium’s 
Super Green list!) Everyone from 
Andrew Weil to the Italian grand- 
mother we all wish we had pro- 
claim the virtues of the pungent 
silver herring. And with good 
reason: its tiny, 25-calorie body 
is packed with essential fatty 
acids, iron, protein, and calcium. 

Let’s face it, the good 
people of Sardinia didn’t get 
their beautiful skin and convivial 
personalities from eating sch- 
weinebraten on spatzle. They’re 
all high on EFAs. Sardine EFAs.

Pesce was one of the first and 
finest restaurants to introduce 
San Franciscans to the joys 

of sardine cuisine. The casual 
Russian Hill restaurant offers 
small plates of fish, pasta, and

instead of “Italian tapas”?) pat- 
terned on the cooking of Venice. 
Pesce serves its sardines (all 
from Monterey Bay) simply 

— grilled, on a bed of mixed 
greens and pickled vegetables 
with a wedge of lemon.

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The new, 
new nanobrew

a precocious four-year-old, plays 
on the ground next to us as we sip 
a stout concocted by Brewer-Hay 
in the very same room — we just 
checked in with her sister, Quincy, 
on her way to bath time upstairs. 
Nanobreweries are, in effect, 
the domains of beer makers 
caught between formidable brew- 
ing habits and starting their for- 
profit commercial operation. The 
Hess Brewing Company website 
volunteers that the definition of 
a nanobrewery is production of 
10 to 75 gallons of beer annu- 
ally. It estimates that there are 
44 nanos in the country, with 
21 in the works. Nanos can’t sell 
their own beer without undergo- 
ing the same kind of expensive 
brewpub permitting process, so 
most keep their beer available on 
a by-donation basis — making for 


The newest trend filling steins 
doesn’t mark a huge change from 
the norm — in fact, it’s pretty 
nano. Nanobreweries, to be exact: 
a model of DIY suds start-ups 
that’s allowing beer entrepreneurs 
to build their empires just the way 
they like them. Enterprising beer 
nerds, you’ve hereby discovered 
the brewpub version of under- 
ground farmers markets. 

“One day we'll open a real 
pub, and if you find your photo on 
the wall you'll get a free pint,” said 
Richard Brewer-Hay (yes, that’s 
the name he was born with) as 
he showed off the pub-appointed 
Noe Valley basement room that 
houses his Elizabeth Street 
Brewery (www.elizabethstreet- 
brewery.com).

Also, like most 
of Elizabeth Street’s creations, it 
is low in alcohol. 

At first, Brewer-Hay’s small 
batches were purely a labor of 
love. But as his brewing skills 
expanded, the family’s parties did 
too, first to 150, then 200. Word 
spread, until one day he looked 
around and “didn’t know anyone 
in the room.” He realized he had 
hit on something and started to

cated drinkers who have heard 
of Brewer-Hay’s skill, or perhaps 
caught news of his partnership 
with 21st Amendment brewer 
Shaun O’Sullivan, which lead to 

a high-alcohol version of the 
beer Brewer-Hay named after his 
grandfather. Their bitter, Imperial 
Jack, won a gold medal at the 
2010 World Beer Cup. 

Across town in SoMa, a nano 
buzz is fermenting at Pacific 
Brewing Laboratories that is 
alittle less bedtime and a lot 
more nightlife. The brews are 
being crafted by hand by young 
pups Bryan Hermannsson and 
Patrick Horn (www.pacbrew. 
blogspot.com), two skinny fellers 
in their early 20s. Hermannsson 
is a bioengineer whose previ- 
ous nano-project, Clara Street 
Brewing, introduced him to the 
enthusiastic Horn. Their project 
inhabits a sparse side street 
garage, that since 2009 has been 
crammed with a younger crowd 
of hop heads at PBL’s keg-tapping 
parties.

What’s special about Pacific’s 
vibe? Surely the nano’s uncon- 
ventional flavors — Szechwan 
peppercorn, goji berries, and 
chamomile have all been included 
in their bubbling brews. Pouring 
parties serve as share-and-tell 
time for the duo, who will wax on 
about their latest hibiscus saison 
until they’re interrupted by its 
wort bubbling out to the floor by 
their feet. 

“Beer connects you with peo- 
ple in many ways,” Hermannsson 
says. The two are hoping to start 
a brewpub of their own in the 
future, a fact they don’t hide 
from the potential investors who 
make it to their parties. “That’s 
how you get on your feet. People 
come, you throw free events,” 
Bryan says. “It’s a great way to 
test recipes,” Patrick interjects. 
Fellow partygoers, each holding 
a glass of one of PBL’s four beers 
being poured that night, undoubt- 
edly wouldn’t offer a nano of dis-
